Egypt sees road ‘still open’ 
to peace treaty with Israel 


CAIRO. Dec. 16 (Agencies) 
— Egyptian Acting Foreign 
Minister Boutros Ghali said 
here that a peace treaty bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel was still 
possible, despite Israel's re- 
jection of new treaty propo- 
sals presented by the U.S. 

In an interview due for puo- 
lication Sunday in the weekly 
“October” magazine. Dr. 
Ghali said: “The peace talks 
were neither suspended, fro- 
zen nor deadlocked. The road 
is still open. Some difficul- 
ties have come our way and 
we have to overcome them," 
he said. 

Summing up the difficul- 
ties. Ghali said they simplv 
express Israel’s failure to ab- 
sorb Egypt’s commitments to 
the Arab world and under- 
stand Palestinian basic needs. 

The two main areas of dif- 
ferences between Egypt and Is- 


rael are Israeli refusal to link 
a bilateral treaty to a time- 
table for Palestinian self-rule 
on the West Bank of Iordan 
and the Gaza Strip and its re- 
fusal to amend the draft trebly, 
which in its present form over- 
rides Egypt’s Arab defense 
pact commitments. 

Ghali said that the Arab de- 
fense pact was basically direc- 
ted against attack on any 
the Arab states “so if Israel 
has no intention to attack why 
should it worry," he said. 

■ If however Israel did attack 
any of the Arab states, then 
from both the legal and poli- 
tical point of view the attack 
would cancel the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty, because 
an attack on any of the Arab 
states would also be consider- 
ed an attack on Egypt, he 
said.

Canada introduces new 
anti-boycott legislation 


OTTAWA, Dec. 16 (AP) — 
p-anurla has, introduced legisla- 
tion designed to combat the 
Arab boycoU of Israel, saying 
it affects Canadian businesses. 

The bill, introduced by 
Trade Minister Jack Horner 
Friday, requires that all Cana- 
dian companies asked to com- 
ply with an economic boycott 
must, report the fact to the 
trade department. And it gives 
the government the right to 
publish the names of comply- 
ing companies. 

Companies face fines of up 
to 250 Canadian dollars for 
each day they faH to report. 

Last month, Ontario passed 
legislation which outlaws com 


phance with the boycott by 
Ontario companies. 

Canada’s federal govern- 
ment -has refused to directly 
bar compliance, -bus it will not 
provide economic assistance to 
companies that do abide by 
the boycott. 

Canadian exporters had ex- 
pressed mixed reaction to ear- 
lier reports of the proposed 
legislation, with some saying 
they feared Arab retaliation. 

The Canada -Israel Commit- 
tee, one of the chief Jewish 
groups in the country, called 
-the move “a step in the right 
direction.” Buit it still wanted 
compliance in the boycott out- 
lawed.

U.S., China to normalize relations 


PEKING. Dec. 16 (Agencies) 
— The Uniied States and China 
said Saturday they would es- 
tablish full diplomatic relations 
on Jan. I, ending a rift of near 
ly three decades between tbe 
world's most powerful nation 
and the most populous. 

The decision by the U.S. to 
sever its diplomatic ties with 
the republic of China iTaiwan) 
so it could normalize its rela- 
tions with Ch'na brought de- 
light in Peking but anger in 
Taipei, wihere the government 
- denounced the move as a blow 
to "the entire free world." 

Strict martial law was clamp- 
ed on Taiwan Saturday after 
the shock announcement. 

After an emergency cabinet 
session. President Chiang Ching- 
kuo angrily denounced the 
American move as a betrayal 
of its treaty commitments and 
said the U.S. "cannot be ex- 
pec ed to have the confidence 
of any free nation in the fu- 
ture." 

Within hours of the an- 
nouncement in Washington and 
Peking, there was anger and 
d'smay on the streets. Groups 
of youths threw scones of eggs 
at the American embassy and 
a car belonging to an embassy 
official was overturned. 

Prices fell to the legal JimU 
on the Taiwan Stock Exchange, 
parliamentary elections schedul- 
ed for Dec. 23 were postponed 
and some demonstrators broke 
into tears as they condemned .. 
the American move. 

"My God. tbe U.S. has finally 
deserted us." one Taiwanese of- 
ficial said after being told of 
the announcement. 

But in apparent move to 
stave off unrest on die island. 
Pres dent Chiang said in a de- 
cree that martial law would be 
fully enforced and placed mili- 
tary and police forces on spe- 
cial alert. 


The president — son of the 
laic nationalist leader Chiang 
Kai-shek — said after the 
cabinet meeting that the U.S. 
would have to bear full res- 
ponsibility “for ail the conse- 
quences ioai might arise as a 
result of this move." 

He called on Taiwanese to 
dose ranks to tide the island 
over “this difficult moment." 

But he said his government 
would under no circumstances 
' negotiate with the Communists 
in Peking and promised it 
would "never give up her sacr- 
ed tasks of recovering the 
mainland and delivering the 
Campu riots there." 

informed sources said a high- 
ranking U.S. official. would visit 
Taiwan to explain trie exact 
details of the normalization ag- 
reement. 

The sources said Carter had 
guaranteed to Chiang that the 
Uniied States would continue 
to sell arms to Taiwan on a 
selective basis — a move strong- 
ly- opposed by China. 

Carter's pledge on arms was 
contained in a message deliver- 
ed -4o Chiang by the U.S. Am- 
bassador in an early morning 
visit. 

Meanwhile the Krem ,5 n pub- 
lished an unusually quick but 
non -commit al report on the 
U.S. -China move. 

The Soviet news, agency Tass 
carr.ed a report from Washing- 
ton of Friday s joint announce- 
ment *oy Carter and Chinese 
Communist Party Chairman 
Hua Kuo-feng. 

The Kremlin, locked in a 
bitter ideological feud with. 
Peking since the late 1950s. paid 
no immediate comment on the 
rapprochement between Wa- 
shington and Peking, although 
it evidently had been told of 
the move ,in advance. 

Carter met at the 


House Friday with Soviet Am- 
bassador Anatoly Dobrynin, 
only hours before the president 
made ills nationally broadcast 
announcement. 

The Soviets have in the past 
opposed any thaw between 
Washington and Peking and had 
warned Carter not to try to 
use “the Chinese card" to wring 
concessions from the Russians 
on key issues. 

The Chinese news agency 
Hsinhua quoted one Peking 
resident as saying, “this is in 
history. It's what we wanted 
and I'm sure it's what the 
American people wanted too." 

Japan's Foreign Ministry 
greeted, the news of the Peking- 
Washingtoa thaw with the hope 
that ji “will contribute to the 
peace and stability of Asia' and 
the world." but some Japanese 
businessmen fretted that trie 
United States might now over- 
take Japan as China's leading 
trading partner. 


Washington followed the 
pattern set by Japan in 1972 
when it established formal re- 
lations with Peking and relega- 
ted Taiwan to an informal tra- 
ding partner. 

A delegation of U.S. con- 
gressmen, just back from Pek- 
ing. told reporters in Hong 
Kong that Carter**, decision was 
"a recognition of the realities 
as tiiey exist." 

Sen P .orison Wili ams. De- 
mocrat-New Jersey, leader of 
ti.e group, j.aid the congress' 
men were "gratified that the 
pres deni stressed the fact that 
cor cul: ural, commercial and 
other relations with Taiwan will 
continue." 

Sweden said the normaliza- 
tion of relations should streng- 
then international peace. "The 
normalization of relations bet- 
ween two of the world's biggest 
countries can only serve to 
strengthen peace in the world,"

TEHRAN, Dec. 16 ( Agen- 
cies J — Former Prime Minis- 
ter Ali Amini, central figure 
in negotiations between the 
Shah and bis political oppo- 
nents said Saturday the mo- 
narch will announce a civilian 
government “in a few days’ 
time.” 

Meanwhile, hundreds of oil 
workers resumed operations in 
the strike-paralyzed Iranian 
oilfields Saturday. 

The 71 -year-old Amini dec- 
lined to give any details or 
say who will head the new ad- 
ministration to take over from 
Gen. Gholamreza Azhari’s 
military-led government and 
hopefully take some heat out 
of Iran's worsening 11 -month- 
old political crisis. 

He said in an interview that 
the National Front, the Shah’s 
main political opposition, 
will not be in the new admi- 
nistration — a move political 
observers believe will do little 
to pacify the Shah's foes or 
bring the turmoil any closer 
to ending. 

However. Amini believes the 
Shah has to make some move 
“very soon" to show he is 
ready to “make changes" and 
the civilian government thou- 
gh little more than a gesture 
of goodwill, will set the pro- 
cess of political change in 
motion. 

Dariush Sanjabi, the Front's 
leader, rejected an offer from 
the Shah two days ago to par- 
ticipate in a civilian coalition. 
He claimed the Shah's regime 
was illegal. However, the mo- 
narch's new move may be 
aimed at widening a split in 


the Front between Sanjabi 
and one of his top lieutenants, 
Shahpour Bakhtiar who well- 
placed sources said is showing 
signs of willingness to make a 
deal. 

Key political sources warned 
that the monarch has two 
months at the outside to come 
up with a political solution 
before this strategic country 
is plunged into total economic 
and political disaster. 

That grim prospect was 
underlined by a high-ranking 
army officer who disclosed 
that six soldiers of the Shah’s 
crack imperial guard were 
slain Monday by three muti- 
nous guardsmen at a base two 
miles from the Shah's Niava- 
ran Palace. 

The three mutineers were 
also shot dead by other guards 
at Levizan base, one of the 
imperial guard’s camps around 
the palace in Tehran’s north- 
eastern outskirts. 

The officer, who declined to 
he identified, said the muti- 
neers sprayed a non-commis- 
sioned officers’ messhall with 
machine-gun fire as lunch was 
being served. Twelve guards- 
men were wounded. 

The officer’s disclosure con- 
firmed reports of a shootout at 
Levizan earlier this week. In- 
formed sources said Thursday 
that 12 officers were kiWed 
and 20 wounded by three “ter- 
rorists” in army uniforms. 

The officer gave no motive 
for the killings, but it follow- 
ed a mounting campaign by 
the Shah’s foes urging enlisted

Last-minute haggling between 
Mayor Dennis Kucinich and a 
hostile city council failed to 
come up whh a rescue plan 
acceptable to six creditor banks 
before* the deadline for repay- 
ment ran out at midnight Fri- 
day night. 

“There will be six months of 
chaos in the city to pay for 
■ this one night of shame.” Ku- 
cinich predicted in a last- 
minute appeal to the council. 
He said his plan would have 
stabilized the city’s financial 
■' status. 

»: The mayor said that on 

■Monday morning, if no agree- 
ment could be reached, he 


would have to lay off half the 
cky’s police officers, firefighters 
and maintenance employes. 

The mayor proposed to avert 
default by raising city income 
taxes by SO per cent, but the 
council refused to approve this 
unless he agreed to sell the 
debt- plagued municipal electri- 
city plant-- 

Kucinich refused, saying it 
would be a senseless short- 
term solution and insisting he 
would rather "sell his soul to 
the devil.” 

But the mayor, in an ele- 
venth-hour compromise, pro- 
mised that if the council sup- 
ported his tax-raising plan, he 
would agree to sell the plant if 
it could not be run at a profit 
over the next 18 months. 

The compromise plan col- 
lapsed at an emergency coun- 
cil meeting convened late Fri- 
day night. 



Kucmich: “chaos” * 

Several of the banks had 
said they would be prepared 
to carry the outstanding loans 
over into next year if the coun- 


cil adopted the mayor’s pro- 
posal to raise the city tax. but 
the Cleveland Trust Bank 
apparently insisted that the sale 
of the electricity plant would 
have to be part of the rescue 
package.

Ryan doomed in advance,

GEORGETOWN, Dec. 16 
fAP) — A survivor of the mass 
murder-suicides at the Peoples

■ for the death of U.S. Congress- 
man Leo J. Ryan before he vi- 
saed the settlement and, was 
slain. 

Harold Cordell, 42, made the 
statement under cross-examina- 
tion by defense attorney Rex 
H. McKay. 

McKay represents Larry Lay 
ton, 32, charged with murder 
in the slayings of Ryan, three 
U-S. journalists and defecting 
cult member Patricia Parks. 
They were shot to death Nov. 
18 at the Port Kaituma airstrip 
after leaving the Peoples Tem- 


ple settlement in Jonestown 
Jones and more than 900 
other members of the cult died 
in. a mass murder-suicide with- 
in hours after Ryan's party was 
attacked. 


Cordell said that at public 
meetings in Jonestown before 
Ryan arrived he had heard 
/ones say the congressman's 
“plane might fail from the 
sky” 


In one ease involving 100,000, 
an escape was allegedly con- 
sidered. 

Participants in the alleged ex- 
tortion were told Blanton knew 
of the practice, an FBI affida- 
vit f.led in U.S. District Court 
said. No charges were filed 
against the governor. 

Blanton was not available for 
comment. 

An informant — identified- 
only as “Mr. B” was secretly 
recorded discussing details of 
one alleged payoff during a 
long-distance telephone call to 


an aide m the Governor's of- 
fice, according to FBI docu- 
ments. 

Other conversations were 
videotaped, authorities said. 


FBI agents Friday arrested T. 
Edward Sisk, Blanton's legal 
counsel; Charles Benson, Sisk's 
extradition assistant; and Lt. 
Charles Frederick Taylor, a 15- 
year Tennessee Highway Patrol 
veteran assigned to Blanton's 
security staff. 


Agents said Sisk and Benson 
were carrying £1,200 and 
£2^00. respectively, at the time 
of their arrests — part of 
S10.G00 in marked money al- 
legedly given Taylor by “Mr. 
B.' 


Previous witnesses bad said 
Jones made a statement about 
Ryan's plane crashing, but they 
sakl he made the remark after 
Ryan and hk party left Jones- 
town for Port Kaituma several 
miles away.

WASHINGTON — 

The explosive growth in trade and cultural exchanges 
waifa the People’s Republic of China practically forced fee 
Carter administration to move ahead with normal zing rda- 
(. tions, according to administration officials. 

The .price for the change was the termination of formal 
diplomatic relations with the Republic of China (Taiwan) and 
of the military defense treaty that has long committed, the 
United States to the defense of the island. 

That price was considered too high by the Nixon and 
Ford administrations, but recent developments made it paia- 
' table to die Carter White House. 

' The ascension of Vice Premier Teng Hsiao- peng to a 
position of effective control broug&t wiflh it a sudden opening 
to the West as China’s leadership rejected the ideological pu- 
rity of the late Chairman Mao Tse-*ung and sought to mo- 
dernize its society as rapidly .as possible. 

The Chinese, deciding they need all the help they can 
get from the West, have signed sweeping new trade and 
friendship agreements with France and Japan. 

With the United States, the Chinese have agreed to a 
major student exchange and are dickering for sophisticated 
American technology such as a communications satellite. 

That, opening meant a potential bonanza for American 
businessmen and an unprecedented opportunity for American 
and Chinese scholars. But further progress was hampered by 
the tack of full diplomatic relations. 

Thus, Carter decided to accept diplomatic relations along 
the same lines that -the Japanese have them, while maintaining 
unofficial relations with Taiwan. 

Administration officials insisted Friday that Taiwan is m 
no jeopardy despite the abrogation of the defense agreement 
They say that Teng has given informal assurances that China 
is not going to invade Taiwan when the last American troops 
leave and intends to seek unification slowly, peacefully and 
without disrupting Taiwan's economic system. 

One American official explained ifae bargain by saying 
“The Chinese got the symbolism they wanted and we got the 
substance we wanted.” 

In addition to opening a new era in bilateral relations, 
tut new ties between the United States and China are certain 
to have a major impact on American relations with the Soviet ' | 
Union, a nation that now stands alone as China’s major enemy. 

The Soviets have said they expected normalization of 
U-S.-Ounese relations but would be deeply disturbed if the 
normalization leads to a military alliance. 

Already die Chinese are bargaining with France and 
Britain over the terms of major weapons sales. 

Carter seemed dearly to be addressing the Soviet fears 
when he said Friday night, "the normalization of relations 
between the United States and China has no other purpose 
than this — the advancement of peace.” 


Joint communique 


Following is the partial text of Carter's speech Friday night 
1 announcing the establishment of full diplomatic relations bet- 
ween the U.S. and China: 

The United States of America and Uhe People's Republic 
of China have agreed to recognize each other and to establish 
diplomatic relations as of Jan. 1, 1979, 

The United States of America recognizes the government 
of the. People's Republic of China as the sole legal government 
of China. Within this context, the people of the United States 
will maintain cultural, commercial and other unofficial rela- 
tions with the people of Taiwan. 

The United States of America and the People’s Republic 
of China reaffirm the principles agreed on by the two sides 
in the Shanghai Communique and emphasize once again that: 

— Both wish to reduce the dan gw of international military 
conflict. 

— Neither should seek hegemony in the Asia-Pacific re- 
gion or in any other region of the world and each is opposed 
to efforts by any other country or group of countries lo estab- 
lish such hegemony. 

— Neither is prepared to negotiate ofl behalf of any third 
party or tp enter into agreements or understandings with the 
other directed at other states. 

— The government of the United States of America 
acknowledges tbe Chinese position that there is but one China 
and Taiwan is part of China. 

— Both believe that normalization of Sino- American rela- 
tions is not only in the interest of the Chinese and American 
peoples but also contributes to the cause of peace in Asia and 
the world. 

The United States of America and tbe People’s Republic 
of China will exchange ambassadors and establish embassies 
on March 1, 1979. 

Yesterday, the United States of America and the People’s 
Republic of China reached this final historic agreement. 

- On Jan. 1, 1979, our two governments will implement full 
normalization of diplomatic relations. 

As a nation of gifted people who comprise one-fourth of 
(he population of the earth, China plays an important role in 
world affairs — a role that can only grow more important in 
the years ahead.

Ten 
months after taking over as 
(he crvil an head of the lar- 
gest and most important mili- 
tary partner of the United 
States in Western Europe, A pel 
remains a puzzle to many as- 
sociates. 

He has politely yei dearly 
challenged NATO’s military 
leader. General • Alexander 
Haig, on some key issues. He 
has not so politely broken the 
formally and club-like rules of 
NATO's inner circles by sug- 
gestions of weak leadership. 
And he has raised some pro- 
vocative long-range questions 
about central issues affecting 
West German political as well 
as military security. 

What is becoming clear, how- 
ever, is that Apel — a confidant 
and protege of Chancdfor Hel- 
mut hcitmicu — is apt to be the 
most important West German 
Defense Minister of the post- 
war era. 

That is so not simply be- 
cause of the key role of any 
German defense chief, but also 
because Schmidt's role as the 
dominant and most popular po- 
litical leader in West Germany 
continues to grow. 

If Scbmidt, 59, seeks and 
wins redaction in 1980, then 
Apel, in. the view of many po- 
liticians, becomes probably the 
most likely Social Democrat to 
eventually succeed him.

Ne- 
vertheless, he is the first de- 
fense chief never to have serv- 
ed in the military and to have 
made known his discomfort 
with uniforms in a book pub- 
lished three years ago. 

Many observers and officials 
view Apel's political challenges 
as healthy and refreshing. 

He has, for example, sought 
to remind NATO that jt is the 
civilian political leaders and 
not the military leaders who 
have the final say on alliance 
questions. 

He has sought to tone down 
the rhetoric and frequency of 
NATO military warnings to *e 
public because he feels they can 
eventually overwhelm political 
considerations, which also must 
be taken into account, yet 
which may not have fully crys- 
calized. Within this view, ano- 
ther concern is implicit: poli- 
tical leaders have not spoken 
out sufficiently on some of 
these crucial East-West issues. 

For example. Apel is known 
to be concerned that military 
arguments that the West needs 
new intermediate- range wea- 
pons to match a Soviet buildup 
can dim prospects of arm con- 
trol negotiations handling such 
questions. 

He is concerned that a new 
buildup of such weapons in 
Western Europe to match the 
Soviets could eventually de- 
couple the U.S. commitment to 
defend Europe with long-range 
strategic weapons if necessary, 
or Tcould add still more wea- 
pons to German soil, which 
may be potsUcaiiy unpopular ro 
a new generation of voters. 

At the heart of Apel and 
Schmidt’s concern, informed 
sources say. is a feeling that 
the public, through military as- 
sessments, is becoming inundat- 
ed with warnings about Sov- 
iet arms and the need to 
strengthen NATO while not 
paying enough attention to 
arms’ controls. 


Schmidt, in particular, is 
known to feel that what he 
sees as an important formula, 
discussed here last May with 
Soviet President Leonid Brezh- 
nev, is being overlooked.

A first for the Fifth Republic

PARIS — 
With the appointment of 
Jean Francois-Poncet as for- 
eign minister, France’s foreign 
policy is now free of Gaullist 
influence for the first time in 
the 20 years of the Fifth Re- 
public. 

The choice of a former anti- 
GaulKst election candidate with 
an almost religious commit- 
ment to Europe reflects the 
growing confidence of Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
as both the internal and ex- 
ternal politics of France be- 
come ever closer identified with 
his personal priorities. 


In many way6, the appoint- 
ment of Francois-Poncet will 
be as traumatic for the Gaul- 
lists as the loss of tbe presiden- 
cy in 1974 and the loss of the 
premiership in 1976. The Gaul- 
list policy of French indepen- 
dence is to be finally submerg- 
ed in the interests of a confe- 
deral Europe; 


to avoid a loo apparent affront 
to the Gaullists and turned to 
career diplomats. They did 
little more than carry out the 
president's will while looking 
over their shoulder at the pre- 
dominantly Gaullist foreign 
mitlistry at the Quai d’Orsay. 

While the president gradual- 
ly dismantled the Gauilist in- 
fluence in the ministry itself, 
the shortcomings of using civil 
servants were displayed by both 
previous office-holders, Jean 
Sauvagoargues and Louis dc 
Guiringaud.

Bat if Francois-Poncet’s ap- 
pointment passed off with little 
Gaullist protest, it was not 
only due to tbe fact that the 
Gaullist leader Jacques Chirac 
was in the hospital after break- 
ing his leg in a car crash. The 
rise of the new foreign minis- 
ter was a carefully planned 
and timed operation by Gis- 
card that made protest a waste 
of time. 

Since 1974, foreign affajrs 
have been as much a personal 
preserve of the president as 
they were under Gaullist lea- 
ders.

These nomadic desert tribes 
who populated hand between 
Syria and Arabia were once 
called. Saracens As a result 
of recent archaeological sur- 
veys, the term 'thamudic' is 
now applied to the specific 
North Arabian tribes who 
used a script similar to the Sa- 
beans of South Arabia. 

It has been previously as- 
sumed chat, as in the case of 
the P etna-based Nabateans, 
who were subdued by Rome 
in 106 A.D.. a Roman milita- 
ry occupation was installed 
from Ma'an in Jordan to the 
Hejaz to protect the last sta- 
ges of the famous incense 
route. But although there is 
evidence of u sometime mili- 
tary presence In Northwest 
Arabia, the actual fortifica- 
tions identified hove been 
scanty. Graf feels that Roman 
ttxategi&ts, sensing the futility 
of controlling hundreds of in- 
dependent Arabian tribes, op- 




ted for quiet diplomacy, li 
seems to have been y benefi- 
cial arrangement lor both 
sides. 

The Arabian tribes under 
ihe Thamudic confederation 
were existed on the empire’s 
borders to control incursions 
by neighboring tribes. In re- 
turn for refraining from raid- 
ing the provinces themselves, 
«hey were subsidized. They 
were also allowed to collect 
part of the tariff levied on 
the spice caravans which pass- 
ed through their territory. 
From an empire that had re- 
cently subjugated the Naba- 
teans, Jews and Paitbians, it 
was an easily won and for- 
midable concession. 

T.he evidence for harmon- 
ious relations with desert tribes 
from Rawwafa, an isolated 
site in the Hejaz. Here a sanc- 
tuary was erected during the 
reign of Marcus Aurelius. 
Both Musi! (1910) and Philmy 
(1951) visited the site and re- 
ported inscriptions dial pre- ' 
sent Rome as the chief contri- 
butor in the erection of this 
temple. Moreover, both the

temple and recent reimerp re- 
lation of its inscriptions re- 
veal that such tribal federa- 
tions were neither culturally 
isolated nor primitive. In fact, 
it shows that these Arabians 
were in contact with major 
Near EaSern civilizations and 
involved in the international 
caravan traffic of (he Orient. 

For Rome it was , shrewd 
policy. For not only did the 
agreement free troops for 
more precarious frontiers, but 
it also won valuable political 
sympathies in the area. Graf 
further shows that North 
Arabia's tribal communica- 
tions system, from the Hejaz 
to Syria’s Bostra aloi>g tbe 
ncwly-constructed Via Nova, 
was sophisticated indeed. 

Grafs investigation into the 
Arabian connection with tbe 
more fully-documented Le- 
vantine kingdoms is only one 
of many made possible by 
recent surveying in the king- 
dom. 

In 1975, Saudi Arabia's 
head of antiquities. Dr. Ab- 
duHah Masri. led two- 
mont'h, 15.000 kilometer search 
of a Id known antiquity sites 
in Saudi Arabia. Many im- 
portant finds as well as a 
striking p»i c> oral volume enti- 
tled: Saudi Arabian Antiqui- 
ties, emerged. Important con- 
clusions based on this survey 
appeared subsequently in the 
Journal of Saudi antiquities 
(ATLAL). 

Besides establishing the 
ground rules for future ar- 
chaeological surveys. Masri’s 
expedition hinted at future An- 
tiquities’ policy in the King- 
dom. Briefly stated, that po- 
licy — backed by a stringent 
1972 antiquities law — seeks to 
discourage the haphazard and 
often destructive digging that 
characterized many excava- 
tions in Traq and Syria. Ex- 
cept in the case of rescue ex- 
cavations when landmarks or 
passible ancient sites are threa- 
tened by development. Mas- 
ri’s intent is to first fit the 
known sites into an historical 
perspective: 

“We want to look into the 
chronology of these sites — 
what kind of people lived,

Pie in the sky

LONDON — Around the 
world groups of dedicated 
men are working painstaking- 
ly with wood and glue *n drau- 
ghty aircraft hangars in pre- 
paration for one of the zaniest 
air frolics since the Wnght 
brothers. They are the conten- 
ders for the $200,000 prize to 
be awarded to the first person 
to cross the 20- mile-wide 
English Channel by man-pow- 
ered flight. In August 1977 
the Kramer prize of $100,000 
for the first person to fly a 
man powered plane around a 
mile-long figure of eight cour- 
se was claimed by Paul Mac- 
Cready in CaMfomia. nearly 
20 years after it was first 
offered. 

In response the philanthro- 
pic Kramer, a British busi- 
nessman, this year dangled his 
cross-channel bast. Since the 
current distance record for 
man-powered machine » a 
mere 2.000 yards it is no won- 
der that even the most dedica- 
ted enthusiasts describe the 
challenge as “pie in the sky.” 
But that doesn't seem to stop 
them from trying- So far over 
250 people from ail over the 
world have applied. Rear Ad- 
miral Nicholas Goodhart, who 
holds the U-K. distance glid- 
ing record of 360 miles, was 


thwarted in his bid for the 
first Kramer award. He had 
Spent over 6,000 man-hours 
working on his Newbury 
Manflyer during the past four 

years, and the success of Paul 
MacC ready last year was a 
great Wow to him. 

But with the dedication of a 
true enthusiast he simply be- 
gan to rebuild the machine to 
take another person to give 
the necessary power to get 
across the Channel. 

The Manflyer is now the 
largest manpowered plane ever 
built. Its 207-foot wing span 
is the same as a jumbo jet. 
paid it weighs over 160 lbs. 
(compare that to the 70 lbs 
that the American plane. Gos- 
samer Condor weighed). 

Admiral Goodhart Is rely- 
ing on what is known as the 
ground effect This is some- 
thing that all light planes ex- 
perience when they gel to 
within six or seven feet of 
the ground (or for surface 
of the sea). There is a defi- 
nite buoyancy that wiU keep a 
plane up in the air. In some very 
light-powered planes it is even 
necessary to stall to get down. 
This, plus the fact that there 
is less turbulence over water, 
is what he hopes will get him 
across. Another British en- 


trant. D.G. Cook from Suf- 
folk, would seem to have an 
edge on the other competi- 
tors. for in August this year 
he was the first man to cross 
the Channel on a hang-glider 
driven by an BHP lawnmower 
engine. 

“They was very rough.” he 
says. “I was flying at about 300 
feet and even at that height you 
get fantastic turfaulance passing 
over supertankers. There is 
no way you can avoid the 
monsters and I passed several 
of them. 

Cook, who has been build- 
ing his plane for two years, 
says he does it for the techni- 
cal challenge. “If my machine 
gets off the ground and flies 
for a mile m be more than 
pleased. TO be one of no more 
than 30 men in the world who 
have done that-” His design 
is different from the others in 
that most of the previous at- 
tempts have been made in 
machines that were fike gli- 
ders modified to take a cyclist 
to provide the power. “Mine 
is a swept flying wing that has 
. no fuselage or tails. There isi 
a treadle system for the two 
men. the one at the bade uses 
both his arms and legs for 
power while the other steers 
and just pedals." — (OHNS)

‘sufficient’ 

till 1985— expert 

PARIS. Dec. it (AP) — The 
world's uranium supply should 
be just sufficient to meet de- 
mand m 1985. but problems 
could arise by 1990. when 
stocks will be exhausted, a 
French nuclear expen warned 
Friday. 

Georges Besse. who heads 
France's /Nuclear Reprocessing 
and Uranium Enrichment Unit, 
said world demand for uranium 
was likely to reach 100,000 tons 
by 1985. compared with 30,000 
tons next year. 

The United States is ex-' 
pec ted u> supply 16.000 tons 
next year and France 4,200 
tons, including its output from 
the African countries of Niger 
and Gabon. Besse said. 

He said it took about eight 
years to get a uranium mine 
fully operational. To meet the 
risk of a shortfall by 1985. 
Besse said his office was spend- 
ing 200 million francs (545 
million) annually on uranium 
research in Africa and Canada, 
and was seeking a foothold in 
South America and Australia.

Belgians to vote 
on restructuring 
divided country 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 16 (UPU 

— Over six million Belgian 
voters Sunday elect a new par- 
liament. which will have to de- 
vise new structures for the 150- 
year-old- state. 

The election campaign, hard- 
ly marred by any incidents, re- 
volved around two major topics 

— devolution and the economic 
crisis. 

Riff 

The elections, only 20 months 
after the last ones instead ot 
four years, were the result of 
a rift two months ago in the 
coalition of former Prime Min- 
ister Leo Tindemans over pro- 
posed state reforms. 

The reforms were to give a 
Urge measure of cultural and 
economic autonomy to Dutch'* 
speaking Flanders in the north, 
French-speaking Wailonia in 
the south and Brussels, which 
is oif.cialiy bilingual but has 
a strong French-speaking majo- 
rity. 

Tindemans' own Flemish 
Social Christian Party refused 
to approve the proposals in 
parliament after the Council of 
Stale, ihe highest legal body,' 
had said several 'of the propos- 


ed reforms conflicted with the 
constitution. 

Revision 

Tindemans resigned and De- 
fense Minister Paul Van- 
den Boeynanu set up a transi- 
tion government which prepay 
ed early elections and a revision 
or the constitution. 

Whatever the outcome of the 
elections, it was dear from the 
positions taken by all parties 
that the Unitarian Belgian mon- 
archy, set up in 1830. will un- 
dergo profound changes under 
the next parliament. 

Nobody has attacked me 
throne, but no party any "longer 
defends a Unitarian state. Most 
leaders favor a federalist state 
of two or three regions with 
significant autonomy. Some 
Walloon leaders, hoping self- 
determination will allow them 
to remedy their regions econo- 
mic woes, have indicated they 
might prefer a loosely-knit con- 
federation of separate states if 
they deem the proposed auto- 
nomy insufficient. 

The polls open at 8 a.ra. 
(0700 GMT) and close at ) p.m 
(noon GMT.) Voting is compul- 
sory in Belgium. 


Poll shows Carter support 
stable since Camp David 


NEW YORK., Dec. 16 (AP) 
— As 1978 moves to a dose, 
ihe American publics rating ot 
President Carter remains at 
about the level reached after 
the euphoria of the Camp 
David sunvna subsided, an As- 
sociated Press- NBC News poll 
shows. 

• In the poll conducted last 
week, 36 per cent of those 
questioned rated Carter’s work 
in office as excellent or good. 

Half of the public gave his 
efforts “orily fair" grades, and 
12 per ceat gave him poor 
marks. Two per cent were not 
suri*. . 

Those figures are identical to 
li-je ratings found by the No- 
vember AP-NBC News survey 
and they are slightly below the 
peak reached right after the 
Gamp David summit when Car- 
ter’s rating jumped from its low 
point, of 26 per cent to *12 per 
cent. 

Since the September peak, h» 
ratings have declined a bit as 
domestic concerns overshadow-

ed his actions in foreign poll- 
cy. 

These concerns over domestic 
issues — particularly the- eco- 
nomy — showed up dearly in 
the latest survey. 

Americans gave Carter’s work 
on the economy only a 19 per 
cen-t positive rating, dawn a bit 
from the 21 per cent in Novem- 
ber,

JOHANNESBURG. Dec. 16 
tAP) — South Africa’s Afri- 
kaners Saturday commemorat- 
ed their pioneer ancestors’ vic- 
tory over Zulu warriors in the 
IS38 Battle of Blood River. 

But, symbolic of the yawn- 
ing gulf between the dominant 
4.4 million white minority and 
the 19 million disenfranchised 
black majority, descendants ‘ of 
the Zulus and other Africans, 
held their remembrance day 
for the country’s 300 or more 
black political prisoners. 

“It's ■ a public holiday we 
have no part of,” said one 
black organizer of the day here. 
“We find it abhorrent that the 


government should allow a 
public holiday that marks the 
defeat of the masses.” 

Instead, several black politi- 
cal movements who have oin- 
ciais and supporters in deten- 
tion without trial or in cells 
awaiting trial for potiucai-re-

PERTH, Dec. 16 (Agencies) 
— Fast bowler Bob Willis, who 
nearly did not play because uf 
blistered feet, took two wic- 
kets for no runs in 13 deli- 
veries in the last hour to put 
the England cricketers in a 
strong position after the se- 
cond day of the second Test 
against Australia here Satur- 
day.

Italian Foreign Minister Ar- 
naldo Forlani said the estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations 
between Washington and Pek- 
ing will help China m playing a 
more complete role in interna- 
tional politics. 

‘The decis:on...was by now 
something foreseeable and must 
be hailed with satisfaction,'' 
Forlani told newsmen, “it «

Moshe Arens, chairman of 
the important Knesset (par- 
liament) Foreign Affairs and 
Security Committee, told Is- 
rael radio Saturday it would 
not be catastrophic if a peace 
treaty were noi signed by Sun- 
day or even next month. 

He said Israel could anti- 
cipate U.S. pressure to accept 
the new Egyptian dem 's. 
“Such pressures are not 
ducive to the peace process. 
They cause a destabilization 
of the situation, but they are 
not without certain restraints 
If used wihout restraint they 
could lead lo beligerency — 
which the U.S. does not want.”
